PEAK CLIMBING. 


NAl.l'.OW ESiCAl'E OF AN ADVEMTUEOUS TBAVEI- 


LER ON I'IKE'S TEAK—HE LOSES HIS WAV 


IN A BLINDING SNOW-BTOKM. 
Henry SI. Morris narrowly escaped a vio- 


lent death on Pike's Peak ton days ngo. 
Tho circunuitauces tiro thus told by the 
Deliver (Col.) News: Mr. Morris, who with 
his invalid wife, has been stopping at Hani- 
tou for R few days, mounted a horse on 
Thursday, and started alone to the peak, 
expecting to return 
that evening. Tho 


asccut was made without accident, and he 
reached the tip-top nt noon, and telegraphed 
his wifo an "nil well." After taking in 
sights, which, from common report, are es 
murvullouB HK human eye over gazed upon 
anil chr-ttiuj.,' awhile vritu tho observers for 
the signal service, Mr. Morris started to de- 
scend to where his horso was hitched, near 
the timber lino. Suddenly a huge black 
cloud, which a few minutes before 
had 


been tumbling about 
to the westward, 


Bottled down around tho peak aud tho snow 
commenced to fall. Morris fearing to stop 
lost he should bo bolnted and prevented 
from reaching Manitou that evening, and 
thinking ho could soon get below the 
range of the storm, quickened his footsteps 
down the mountain. But the fall of snow- 
increased, and tho wind, strong at first, be- 
carno a tempest, with n, keen touch of Wir- 
ter iu it. 
Morris, blinded by tho snow, 


which bent against him in clouds, nearly 
taking his breath, took the wrong trail, the 
one lending to the brink of the crater, a 
chasm second only fo that of Yosemite. 
Iteachiug a pile of boulders where the trail 
seemed to be lost,he commenced to clamber 
over them, when bo slipped, and dropped 
twenty-five feet; striking on a shelving rock 
three feet wide and eight feet long. 
His 


head wns gashed in two places, his body 
covered with bruises, and the blood poured 
freely from his wounds. Ho was stunned by 
the fall, but, recovoriug his consciousness, 
aud fearing to move, he bunched himself 
against tho rock at his back, and awaited 
the abatement of the storm. "When the wind 
lowered and the snow ceased falling, and tho 
Him shone again, Morris saw at a glance tho 
lawfulness of his situation. Above him, and 
on both sides of him, the rocks seemed al- 
mcst perpendicular. Below him, just over 
Iho shelf upon which ho lay,was a chasm two 
thousand feet deep, tho sight of which ap- 
palled his Reuses, and ho clung to the rocks 
with a sickening dread, ns any human being 
would.

Morris, 
however, 
is a man of 


calm judgment, and, us sooiins ho recovered 
from tho first shook, ho decided to make 
tho 
best 
of

situation. 
come 


what would. 
Ho divided his luncheon, con- 


sisting of sandwiches and cako, into nine 
parts, calculating to eat one part every day, 
ind so prolong life at least nine days. 
He 


saw no ono on tho mountain that afternoon. 
That night n terrific wind nud hailstorm oc- 
curred, 
Tho wind chilled him to the mar- 


row, and his suffering was intense-. 
After 


tho storm the hailstones were four inches 
deep against his back. Taking from 
his 


poskct a bottle, front which the whiskey had 
spilled in tho full, he tilled it with hail, and 
thus secured a small quantity of water. 
On 


Friday, about noon, he saw two men climb- 


a trail, and called to them with, nil his 


strength,but, after listening n moment, they 
in.ss.'d on and disappeared behind n ledge of 
•ocks. Those were tho only persons he saw 
that day. 
That night the clouds poured out 


a torrent of rain. The ro<-ks nt his back af- 
forded him no shelter, and he was wet to 
the skin, and very cold besides. 
He feared 


that ho might become delirious and jump off 
into that awful gorge* So all through Fri- 
lay night ho nibbed his legs and swung his 
irms about his head. Ho know that to fall 
asleep was death. 


Saturday morning, about eight o'clock 


Jireo men appeared on a point of rocks a 
short distance from where Morris was 
silting. 
One of them was Dick Templcmnn, 


a famous Pike's peak guide, and the others 
were Speiu'cr, Harris and Ruben Healey, 
residents of Manitou, and well acquainted 
with mountain trails. 
Dick Teiiiplemnu, 


leader of the searching party, had loft Moni- 
lou in tho conviction that Morris would bo 
found, if found nt all, Komowhero about tho 
jrink of tho crater, ns it is cnllcd. 
"When 


Morris saw them ho called to them. They 
iieard him and answered, liut hia voice, 
instead of coming straight to them, split 
into a thousand echoes, and they were at a 
lo.ss to locate him. 
Finally, after a fruitless 


scnrch with tho eyes, Templeinan hallooed 
Lo Morris to wave his handkerchief, and to 
keep it in motion, and in thiswrry his oxdct 
whereabouts wan detected. Morris asked if 
they had ft rope, and being answered thnt 
they had not, ho dcspariingly threw up his 
hamlH, and, in n low voice, whioJi wns but 
faintly conveyed lo them in echoes, said: 
"You 
can't 
snvo mo without n rope." 


But they rescued him, 
nevertheless, and 


without n rope, though only by tho hardest 
work. Tho men, with Tomploiimn in the 
lend, worked thoir way down lo within a 
fow feet of Morris, and, by tho aid oithlfl 
long linen coat, whioh ho 
twisted nod 


fastened under hits arms, they Hucceoded in 
lifting aud dragging him up over tho preci- 
pice. Thoy helped him along to tho trail, 
and tied him to tho back of a horse, nnd 
started down tho mountain. Four times on 
tho way down Ihoy lifted him off nud let 
him sloop avrhilo. When brought to tho 
Manitou Hotel, nlivo and as well m could,bo 
expected, thorn wan great commotion among 
tho people, for nobody dreamed thnt he 
conlit snrvivft two H«oh night» as ThumUy 
nud Friday. 
Morris him .won confined ..to 


Imbed muco Saturday, but ho is_ doing 
nicoly, and in expected noon. In this city, 
whcm hfl it! well n.ul favorably known..

•eeoiuplUh even more Uian wtu at flrnt ni\ 
ticiiwted in tbrowiiig light upon certain dia 
pntwl qucsttotiH lu regard to tho physics wttl 
oaturitl history of the glolo. Tho subject o 
ocoan circulation is now becoming coinpro 
heusible, aud some of tho most importan 
geological problems seem to bo rcceiTlog 
their solution. One of these is adverted to 
by Mr. Alexander 8. Wilson, iu a paper pub 
luhed in The Chemical Naws upon some 01 
the chemical aspects of phjHical geography 
baaed .upon one of Prof. Thomson's letters 
from tho Challenger, referring to the fact 
that in sailing from Teueriffe to St. Thomas 
tuc tiouhdmgs indicated that the bottom 
of th? Auntie rises into a ridge about 300 
milflB west from Teneriffe, and that from 
thifl, where tho depth was l,r>00 fathoms,the 
bottom sloped gently down, until at 750 
miles west of Teneriffe it sank to a depth o: 
a,9."iO • fathoms, this continuing constant 
tili 
within 
HOD 
miles 
of Sombrero. 


A remarkable relationship was found to 
eiiat between the depth and the charuoter 
of the dredgings. At 1,500 
fathouis the 


dredge brought up globizerinn ooze, inulti- 
I ad« of minute 
shells, aud fragments o: 


Orel, the whole composed mainly of car- 
bonate of lime. 
As the depth increased tho 


proportion of these shells diminished unti 
In the deep water they disappeared nut 
there was nothing brought up but the fine 
red mud which did not effervesce with acids. 
Thin, consisting of iron nud alumina, wa? 
iiiet with everywhere over tho plain, ant 
could hot be therefore, as at one time sup- 
posed, the mud brought out by great cur- 
rents, such as those of the Amazon nud 
Orinoco, but uuiflt have been produced on 
the spot. 


A special!v noteworthy circumstance was 


the absence of shells, found elsewhere in so 
great numbers. In examination of this phe- 
uomflnon, Mr. Wilson refers to thi concur- 
rent fact that the water from these great 
depths Is very rich in carbonic acid, the air 
from a depth of 1,476 fathoms containing 40 
per cent of carbonic acid, the percentage 
profitably increasing rapidly with the de- 
scent. Water thus saturated with carbonic 
ncid wiil readily dissolve carbonate of lime; 
and Prof, Thomson therefore concludes that 
the uniform deposit of red clay is simply the 
insoluble parts of myriads of shells, tho res- 
idue, iu fact, of a chalk formation novr dis- 
solved. The animals living on this area nre 
uuiTertally destitute of o shill covering, this 
being either siliceous or membranous. Thus 
while tho shallower regions of the deep sea- 
bed are covered by n layer of grnyish-whito 
0020 prolific in otgauismH, whose shells will 
one day form chalk, this iu tho deep subma- 
rine valleys is dissolved, leaving behind only 
the red mud- 
A geological formation would 


consequently in time consist of 
chalk or 


limestone of some sort ftt the higher levels, 
gradually losing its calcareous character (is 
it passed lower down, first into n calcarous 
slate, andliually into n elate containing no 
lima whatever.
